Labor at Hinesville 

There can be little, if any, complaint about 
the labor situation and the unions at Hines- 
ville, Ga., according to the report in Harold 
Martin’s story of Monday morning. At the site 
of the six-million dollar training camp now in 
process of construction, the treatment of work- 
ers, both by union representatives and con- 
tractors, appears to be reasonably just. 

The work is being done under closed shop 
conditions. However, when the unions were 
unable to supply the number of workers 
needed, it was made as easy as possible for men 
seeking work to take conditional membership 
in the unions. Ordinary laborers can go-to 
work after a down payment, on union fee, of 
only one dollar and the total fee for this class 
of work is $9. Skilled workmen are charged a 
fee of $50, but only have to pay $5.50 down and 
a dollar a day thereafter. It is admitted that, 
in the emergency, many have gone to work 
who are incapable of qualifying to do work of 
union standards. This problem will have to 
be taken up after the Hinesville job is fin- 
ished, if any of these incompetents seek per- 
manent union membership. 

Undoubtedly, in some parts of the country, 
the unions have abused their privileges. There 
have been “shake-downs” on some projects, 
which could not have occurred without the col- 
laboration of union officials and contractors. 
It creates a situation which should be abhor- 
rent to every decent American. 

However, in Georgia it would appear that 
there can be but small ground for complaint. 
This, undoubtedly, is due to the fact that union 
officials in this state are an exceptionally fine 
group of citizens. Organized labor in Georgia 
has been gratifyingly free of the taint of rack- 
efeering officials which has blackened its 
repute in some parts of the country. Where 
officials are men of the high character and 
high standing that is found in Georgia, labor, 
the contractors and the public are alike

By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


In all of human behavior there is nothing more respectable 
than the decent pride of the self-respecting poor. 

But there is another kind of poverty that becomes a legend 
and a custom and the symbol of a clannish class, and the pride of 
these poor is not respectable but almost pathological. It is pathetic 
and hateful and dangerous, for it is defensive and there is venom 
in it. 

The self-respecting poor have changed little since the Federalists 
lost control of the young nation and Jefferson’s followers made 
poverty respectable. They have given us several Presidents. Now 
as always they work hard, teach their children to be ambitious and 
covet learning, and consider themselves equal to the rich in all but 
good fortune. Their sons and daughters believe all honest work 
respectable, and are not ashamed to wash dishes or serve as jani- 
tor to pay for their education. Most of the nation’s big jobs are held 
by men and women of this class. 

The poor of the other class have no ambition to change their 
economic status. They are the illiterate share-croppers of the low= 
lands, the illiterate mountaineers who regard all strangers as “furri- 
ners,” and the alien proletarians who brought their class hatred 
from other lands and cannot or will not realize they are now in a 
land where all men are equal if they will be. 

The illiterate share-cropper is as proud as Lucifer. He will 
starve with his head up, but he “won’t take orders from nobody.” 
His landlord must be careful to call him “Mister” and to make 
suggestions instead of giving commands. 

If the illiterate mountain youth must earn a living in the low- 
lands, his need and his lack of training intensify his stubborn, 
sullen pride. He will not be “beholden to nobody.” At home he 
helped neighbors with their crops without thought of pay, but 
working for a “big bug” shames him. If told to empty a waste 
basket, he feels humiliated and answers in flaming rage: “Who 
was your dog this time last year?” He is a slave to his own fierce 
pride and unconscious envy. 

The pride of all these people, in city or country, is a defense 
against reality. Though unwilling to start at the bottom and work 
hard to qualify for promotion, as others da, they feel wronged by 
the success of others and are filled with a bland and bitter resent- 
ment. 

They can be helped only by catching them young, before they 
develop class hatred, and before they learn to use pride as a shield 
against hard facts.

Escaped Bullet. 


Faulhaber narrowly escaped a 
Nazi bullet in 1934.

He is now 71, and 
in ill health, but still he leads Ger- 
man Catholics in their resistance 
to Hitler. 

So vigorous was the opposition 
of German Christians to Reich- 
bishop Muller’s effort to Nazify 
religion that Hitler had to. recall 
his appointment and in his place 
named Hanns Kerrl as minister 
of church affairs. Kerrl’s creed is 
stated as follows: 

“The primacy of the state over 
the church must be recognized... . 
The question of the divinity of 
Christ is ridiculous and unessen- 
tial. A new authority, Adolf Hit- 
ler, has arisen as to what Christ 
Adolf Hitler is the Jesus Christ 
as well as. the Holy Ghost of the 
Fatherland.”

They are by no means all the 
scientists busy on Uncle Sam’s 
defenses, but the nature of their 
work, suggested by an occasional 
anecdote that leaks past the vol- 
untary silence and the few offi- 
cial reports, indicates that this 
war is calling in all the sciences. 


‘ Sudden Departure. 


One morning this fall I was 
looking for a professor who still 
is teaching his classes. He had left 
on a plane that morning. 

Around 3 a. m. the next day I 
found him. back, and over the 
Scotches he told me he had flown, 
by request, to one of the country’s 


photographer as they went 


great industrial laboratories. 

They wanted his advice on a 
“problem” connected with “de- 
fense.” He looked it over and told | 
them this great corporation’s lab- 
oratory lacked the facilities to/| 
give the answers. 

He arranged for them to trans-| 
fer this work, secretly, to the lab- 
oratory of a university about half | 
the width of the United | 
away. 

There are two unusual, almost 
amazing facts about this incident 
which can be told. First, the cor- 
poration deals in food of certain 
kinds; second, the laboratory | 
where the problem was sent is not 
a food laboratory at all. 

What sort of war problem 
would a food maker send to a uni- | 
versity laboratory that does not do 
anything for the food business? | 

Professors Won't Talk. | 

There just is no answer, not 
even a good guess. The phantom 
professors won’t tell, even over 
the Scotches. One thing should be 
noted well, however. The prob- 
lem, whatever it is, was not in- 
vented by professors, but by mili- 
tary needs and military leaders. 

In Washington a scientist on the 
staff of the Carnegie Institution | 
sent a telegram to a professor at | 
Columbia University. The tele- | 
gram inquired about some mathe- | 
matical results which had been 
worked out in connection with the 
possibility that uranium-235 ied 
hold the key to atomic power. | 

These mathematics were noth- | 
ing secret. The sender of the tel- | 
egram saved himself a few hours 
figuring by getting a result al- 
ready previously public property. 

However, presently a represent- 
ative of: the government visited | 
the Carnegie scientist and asked | 
him not to use the telegram for | 
correspondence about uranium- | 
235. | 

The probable reason for this has | 
been told me by some of _ the'| 
phantom professors. I have not| 
heard it officially, but they say | 
the military authorities have taken 
over supervision of the atomic | 
power situation in this country. 

Search Is Real. 

A visiting professor from Eu-| 
rope is authority for a statement 
that Hitler more than a year ago} 
put 25 physicists and an entire in- 
stitute at work on this same prob-| 
lem. 

The probabilities that uranium- 
235 will be of use in this war are | 
about as remote as the chance | 
that Churchill and Hitler will | 
shake hands tomorrow. Yet the | 
search for something that vag ~ 
useful is undoubtedly real, 
cause some day, even a Pg ‘it | 
may be 1,000 years from now, U- | 
235 will lead to practical things. 

A question about as as remote 
from war as anything ever imag- 
ined is one which the Journal .of 
Applied Physics says military au- 
thorities have been asking. 

“What can atom-smashing do for | 
the Army or the Navy?” is the 
gist of this question. 

Many answers can be made. All 
would be remote possibilities, but 
some would deal with fascinating 
problems in detection and attack. 
The most important answer just

Throughout the nation, professors 
who never dreamed of their odd 
kind of work getting into war, are 
asking “what can my laboratory 
do to be of service.” 

18 Professors Absent. 

The stock “confidential” reply 
came when I asked what Harvard 
is doing. However, the Harvard 
alumni bulletin listed 18 Harvard 
professors absent on defense proj- 
ects this semester, and told abbut 
President Conant giving up some 


‘of his vacation to work in Wash- 
‘ington last summer. | 


Conant, even before he became 
president, was among the world’s 
foremost chemists. 

A University of Illinois authority 
made the neatest reply. “Illinois 
is doing nothing,” said he. If you 
recall the World War, this answer 
is equivalent to saying “The scien- 


tists here are up to their necks, but 


not talking.” 

From 1917 on, a few days after 
German poison gas had been drop- 
samples 
of the gas were in a University of 
Illinois laboratory for analysis. 

Illinois has scientists who are 
‘inevitably a part of any defense 
'program. The same is true of the 


other great universities and of nu- 


merous small ones. 

On the Pacific coast the phan- 
tom professors are not talking any 
more than elsewhere. It has come 
out, however, that at the Univer- 
sity of Washington, Dr. C. L. Ut- 
terback is studying “light penetra- 
tion in sea water and the visibility 
of various colors under water.” 

Submarine Camonflage. 

This means submarine camou- 
flage. But if anyone doubts, it is 
true that both subjects have many 
other angles of scientific interest 
which have caused them to be 
studied for years. 

The west coast’s major aviation 
manufacturers are using the Uni- 


versity of Washington wind tunnel

Last summer Dr. Hallowell

‘with brain waves (electrical brain

ject was to learn whether this new 

scientific technique can help in 
identifying men fitted for flying. 

Purdue, Indiana, Cornell, Tu- 
lane, Yale and Harvard are divid- 
ing some studies of airplane pilot 
qualities.

If you have pencil and paper 
ready, here are the bowl winners for January 1, 1941, and 
the reasons (we hope): 

SUGAR BOWL—We put the Sugar Bowl first because 
it is the top attraction of the New Year. Boston College and 
Tennessee, two great unbeaten and untied teams, will at least 
play for the championship of the eastern seaboard, if not the 
whole United States. I have seen Boston College slaughter 
two Southern teams—Tulane and Auburn. And I have seen 
Tennessee make a shambles of a supposedly good Duke team. 

Boston College is: unquestionably the largest col- 
lege team in America. And speed has not been sac- 
rificed for size. The Eagles of Coach Leahy use the 

Notre Dame system smartly. The attack is well bal- 

anced. There is power plus and passing par excellent. 

It is unquestionably a great team and the Eagles 

would like to win a Bowl game, having lost to Clem- 

son last January 1 in the Cotton Bowl. 

Tennessee can start nine men who have played in two 
previous Bowl games. Tennessee is not nearly as large as 
Boston College, but is large enough. The Vols are great 
blockers and employ a deadly kicking game. There is power 
and passing and speed and plenty of finesse. The Vols, too, 
are great. And they would like to win a Bowl game, having 
lost to Southern California last January 1 in the Rose Bowl. 

By virtue of a little extra smartness and finesse, I’ll take 
Tennessee by a narrow margin.

Orange Bow] We put the Orange Bowl second be- 

cause it is second only to the Sugar 
Bowl as a New Year’s Day attraction. Mississippi State and 
Georgetown are two of the great teams of the nation. State 
was tied by a late and gteat Auburn rally. It’s the only blem- 
ish. After almost three years of consecutive winning, George- 
town lost by a point to Boston College, and B. C. rallied to 
win. Miss. State uses the Tennessee system to a ‘‘t’’, or 
maybe as a sort of carbon copy. - There is the same funda- 
mental skill—great blocking and tackling, superb kicking, 
break-away running, etc. 

Here is another east vs. south battle of giants. 
There is very little to choose. Georgetown is much 
larger than Miss. State, man for man, but the Ma- 
roons, like Tennessee, are big enough. 

Georgetown employs the Notre Dame system, and 
lacks nothing, if the three-year record is to be be- 
lieved. Usually, if a team doesn’t have it, it shows 
up before that long a period. 

But I’ll take Miss. State. “And for the same reason that 
I take Tennessee. A little extra smartness and finesse.

There is only one reason for rank- 

ing the Cotton Bowl third. And that 
is because it belongs next to the Sugar and Orange and 
slightly ahead of the Rose. 


Texas A. & M. had one of those inevitable days 
and lost to an inspired Texas team.
